I beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  gratifying  fall  in  the 
crude  death  rate  and  in  the  infant  mortality  rate.

Areas)  llevievv  Order,  1934,  eaiiie  into  force  and  the  area  of 
the  Borough  of  Cdiorley  was  increased  from  3,914  acres  to 
4,292  atnes  by  the  incorporation  of  051  acres  of  the  Township 
of  Uuxbury,  9.8  acres  of  the  Township  of  Ileatb  Charnock 
and  10.75  acres  of  the  Townsliip  of  Euxton. 

The  Borough  is  situated  on  slightly  elevated  ground  and 
the  mean  height  above  sea  level  is  310  feet.  The  sea 
approaches  to  some  10  miles  from  the  town  on  the  west  side 
and  the  ground  rises  sharply  to  the  east  of  the  town.  The 
sub-soil  is  chiedy  clay  intersjiersed  with  sand  and  gravel. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931  census  was 
30,790.  The  normal  mid-year  estimate  by  the  Begistrar- 
General  for  1934  is  30,290.  As  a change  of  boundaiy  of  the 
Borough  occurred  during  1934,  a working  figure  of  30,252  has 
been  supplied  by  the  Registrar-deneral  to  be  used  tor 
statistical  purposes. 

NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  1931  census  was 
7,752  and  at  the  end  of  1934,  according  to  the  rate  books  the 
number  was  8,123. 

RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  TT40,147  and  the 
produce  on  a penny  rate  £520. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  priiieipal  iiulusti'ies  carried  oii  in  the  area  are  cotton 
weaving,  spinning  and  l)lea(diing,  coal  mining,  motor  repair- 
ing, floor  clotli  manntacture,  wood  turning  and  steam  laun- 
dries. A large  proportion  ol  temale  labour  is  em])loyed. 

The  number  of  persons  resident  in  Chorley  in  receipt  of 
relief  at  the  end  of  1934  was  1,1G9  ; 87  were  receiving  in- 

door relief  and  1082  outdoor  relief.  The  total  amount  of  out- 
relief  disbursed  to  Chorley  recipients  during  1934  was  T13, 
002  as'  compared  with  £11,213  in  1933,  £9072  in  1932  and 
£6913  in  1931. 

The  manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  has  furnished  in- 
formation which  shows  that  \inemployment,  as  recorded  by 
his  department,  was  slightly  less  prevalent  in  1934  than  in 
1933.  The  average  number  of  persons  registered  as  unem- 
ployed in  one  week  of  each  month  during  1934  was  3, lob 
(1920  men,  1070  women  and  167  juveniles)  as  compared  with 
3,506  (2347  men,  1046  women  and  113  juveniles)  in  1933. 

The  records  of  the  School  Medical  Service  fail  to  reveal 
that  the  prevailing  unemployment  has  exercised  any  signifi- 
cant influence  on  the  health  or  physique  of  tlie  school  chil- 
dren. Again  no  cai'eiully  assessed  clinical  evidence  is  forth- 
coming from  the  Maternity  and  Child  M'elfare  Department, 
or  any  otlier  source  to  show  any  deterioration  in  the  health  of 
joung  cliildren  or  adults.  Further  the  statistical  evidence 
in  the  folloAving  table  does  not  reveal  any  significant  change 
in  the  health  of  the  general  population  tliough  many  of  the 
items'  are  those  most  likely  to  be  affected  adversely  by 
severe  poverty  and  distress.  It  Avoidd  appear  that  the  general 
health  of  tlie  poindation  is  being  maintained  and  that  uuem- 
]doyment  has  not  resulted  in  any  general  physical  deteriora- 
tion.

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There  must  he  many  iudividuals  iu  the  population  who 
have  been  aifected  injuriously  by  the  continued  economic 
depression  and  sickness  must  be  a greater  burden  than  in 
times  of  plenty'.  Again  the  pys(diological  effects  of  continued 
unemployment  or  economic  distress  have  to  be  borne  in  mind. 
The  fact  that  no  definite  physical  deterioration  has  appeared 
in  the  population  reassures  us  for  the  moment  but  there  must 
be  no  slackening  of  effort  designed  to  maintain  or  improve 
the  health  and  phy^sical  well-being  of  the  people. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Meteorological  records  are  kept  at  the  Common  Bank 
Sewage  Works  and  readings  are  taken  daily.  The  average 
monthly  rainfall  and  temperatures  are  shown  in  Table  1. 
Itain  fell  on  189  days  and  the  total  rainfall  was  31.74  inches, 
compared  with  103  days  and  20.53  inches  in  1933.  During 
the  first  half  of  the  year  the  continued  drought  caused  mucii 
anxiety  owing  to  the  steady  drain  on  the  storage  reservoirs. 
The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  87  degrees  on  July 
11th  and  the  lowest  21  degrees  on  February  25tJi. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  in  Chorley  during 
1934  was  305  as  compared  with  274  in  1933.  This  Welds  a 
marriage  rate  per  1,000  pupulafiun  of  10.0  as  compared  with 
9.0  in  1933. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  as  having  occurred  dur- 
ing 1934  was  419,  this  includes  the  births  of  children  of 
Chorley  residents  which  occurred  at  places  outside  the  town 
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aiid  exchides  those  of  children  horn  of  mothers  not  perinan- 
eiitly  resident  in  Chorley.  These  410  births  represent  a birth 
rate  of  13.8  i)er  1.000  of  tlie  population  as  compared  with  13.4 
in  1933,  14.2  in  1932,  and  14.5  in  1931.  The  birtli  rate  in 
England  and  Wales  was  14.8  in  1934,  14.4  in  1933,  15.3  in 
1932  and  15.8  in  1931.  'I'hesi*  419  births  were  .spread  over  the

The  steady  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  is  .shewn  in  Table  II 
and  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  not  .sufficient  to  main- 
tain or  increase  tlie  population  of  the  town.

The  crude  death  rate  of  the  population  was  11.9  and  the 
death  rate  in  riiorlev  for  each  year  from  1894  is  shown  in 
Table  TT.  If  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  population  of 
(^horley  were  the  same  as  for  England  and  Wales  the  death 
rate  would  be  13.3  per  1.000  and  not  11.!)  per  1,000.  The 
death  rate  for  1934  in  England  and  Wales  was  11.8  as  com- 
pared with  the  estimate  of  13.3  per  1.000  for  Ehorley. 
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The  nunther  of  deatlis  from  Zymotic  diseases  (smallpox), 
measles,  whooping  cough,  di])htheiia  scarlet  fever,  enteric 
fever  and  diarrlnea)  was  14  as  compared  with  12  in  19-38. 

The  causes  of  deatli  at  all  ages  and  in  the  various  wards 
are  shown  in  Table  III.  There  were  IGo  deaths  of  males  and 
197  deaths  of  females.  Tlie  diseases  with  heavier  incidence 
in  males  were  Pulmonary  Tubei'culosis,  Pneumonia  and 
Violence,  but  Influenza,  Cerebral  lliemorrhage  and  Congeni- 
tal V^'eakness  were  more  fatal  to  females.  Of  the  total  deaths 
72  per  cent  occurred  in  persons  of  45  years  of  age  and  ove?' 
as  compared  with  G8.5  per  cent  in  1933  and  70.0  per  cent  in 
1932.

STILL  BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Still-births  registered  during  1934  was 
29.  as  compared  with  24  in  19-33  and  36  in  1932.  These  .still- 
births represent  6.4  per  cent  of  the  total  births  as  compared 
with  5.5  per  cent  in  19-33.  The  .still-births  rate  per  1.000 
population  for  19-34  was  0.96  as  comiiared  with  0.62  per 
England  and  Wales.  There  are  no  sign.s  of  a decline  in  the 
still-birth  rate  in  Chorley. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  1934  the  deatlis  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age 
numbered  23.  This  yields  an  infant  mortality  rale  of  54  piu- 
1,090  live  births  as  com])arod  with  59  for  Kiigland  and 
Wales.  The  general  reduelion  in  (he  infant  mortality  rate  in 
Chorlcy  is  shown  below  : —

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It  is  gratifyinf^-  to  record  a decrease  in  the  deaths  from 
pneumonia  and  diarrlux^a.  No  ex])laiiation  is  offered  to 
account  for  the  fall  in  tlie  numher  of  infant  deaths  due  to 
congenital  debility  and  premalurity.  These  conditions  occur 
in  all  sections  of  the  community  and  do  not  appear  to  he 
inlluenced  to  any  extent  hj^  s(»cial  and  economic  conditions.

NURSING. 
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T-lie  Clioi'ley  District  I^ursiug'  Association  employs  tvv'o 
luirses  Avhose  services  are  available  for  home  iiursiu---  ami 
treatment.  In  1!)34  these  nurses  paid  7054  visits.  The 
Corporation  makes  a conti'ilmtion  to  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

HOSPITALS. 

The  Public  Assistance  Infirmary  is  situate  in  Eaves  Ijaoe 
and  has  accommodation  for  82  men,  93  women  and  13 
children.  These  beds  are  available  for  .sick,  maternity  and 
mental  cases. 

The  Chorley  and  District  Hospital  in  Preston  Rctad  has 
accommodation  for  24  men,  34  women  and  7 children,  and  the 
beds  are  available  for  general  medical,  surgical  and  maternity 
cases.  During'  1934,  709  Chorley  residents  were  treated  as 
in-patients  and  403  as  out-])atients  in  this  voluntary  hospital. 

Accommodation  for  cases  of  tubercidosis  is  provided  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  for  cases  of  infections 
disease  by  the  .loint  Hospital  Board.  Hospitals  in  Manches- 
ter, Liverpool  and  neighbouring  towns  are  also  u>ed  Ity 
Chorley  residents. 

CLINICS,  ETC. 

(a)  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

This  clinic  is  held  once  each  month.  By  arrangenu'iit 
with  Lancashire  County  Council  this  clinic  i.s  o]ieu  to  patients 
residing  outside  the  Borough.

It  will  he  seen  at  once  that  these  expectant  mothers 
cannot  he  said  to  have  received  adequate  ante-natal  caie  h_\ 
attendinp'  this  clinic.  The  clinic  supplements  the  routine 
ante-natal  supervision  which  every  ex])ectant  mother  shonld 
receive  from  private  ]iractitioners  or  midwife  hy  providino- 
examination  and  advice  hy  an  obstetric  specialist.  Of  the  125 
Chorley  cases  examined  hy  Dr.  Bailey  23  were  recommended 
for  ho.spital  or  other  special  treatment. 


The  p’reatest  numher  of  cases  attending  at  any  one 
session  was  27.  As  all  have  to  undress  and  as  in  some  cases 
samples  of  urine  have  to  he  obtained  it  will  he  seen  that  the 
accomodation  at  this  clinic  is  taxed  to  the  limit.  Under  the 
present  arrangements  it  is  impossible  to  provide  regular 
examination  and  supervision  throughout  the  whole  period  of 
pregnancy  for  the  ex])ectant  mothers  attending. 


During  1933  and  1934  enquiries  have  been  made  hy  the 
Health  Visitors  in  an  endeavour  to  ascertain  the  extent  and 
degree  of  ante-natal  care  in  Chorley.  During  these  years 
some  54  per  cent  of  expectant  mothers  received  some  ante- 
natal supervision  as  .shown  helow  : —

Absolute  reliance  cannot  be  placed  on  the  source  or 
accuracy  of  the  above  information,  but,  even  allowing  a con- 
siderable margin  of  error,  the  results  reveal  a very  unsatis- 
factory position.  Cases  submitted  to  one  urine  or  abdominal 
examination  have  been  included  and  the  classification  of 
ante-natal  care  has  been  most  generous.  The  majority  of 
midwives  do  not  or  cannot  undertake  ante-natal  supervision 

and  according  to  our  information  they  “refer  their  cases  to  n 
doctor  or  the  clinic.’’  T'nless  expectant  mothers  engage  a 
midwife  or  doctor  early  in  iiregnancy  they  cannot  receive 
ude(juate  care  and  supervision. 
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Complete  and  satisfactory  an(e-natal  care  will  not  solve 
all  the  problems  associated  with  maternal  mortality  and  mor- 
bidity’. The  absence  of  such  eaie  is  lertainly  one  of  the  main 
contributory  factors  and  some  fui'tlier  development  and 
extension  of  ante-natal  sujiervision  is  necessar3^ 


(b)  ORTHOP/EDIC  CLINIC. 

The  orthopa'dir  clinic,  (‘stablished  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee, is  available  for  children  under  school  age,  and  as  with 
the  artificial  sunlight  clinic,  a poi'tion  of  the  cost  is  borne  by 
the  Maternity  and  Child  AVelfare  Committee.  During  1934, 
447  attendances  were  made  by  children  under  school  age  ; 
the  numl)er  of  indiviilmil  children  who  attended  was  33,  and 
of  these  11  received  regular  treatment  from  the  orthopcedic 
nurse.

One  child,  snlfering  fi'om  severe  rickets  was  maintained 
for  some  time  in  the  Cripple  Children’s  Home,  Marple. 


At  this  clinic  fewer  cases  of  rickets  Avere  seen  than  in 
1933.  Most  of  the  cases  occur  at  ages  A'arying  from  9 to  18 
months.  During  this  period  the  child’s  diet  is  undergoing 
transition  and  careful  management  is  needed  to  ensure  an 
adequate  supply  of  A’itamin-containing  foods. 

(c)  ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

The  number  of  cliildi-en  under  o years  of  age  who  re- 
ceived treatment  at  tliis  clinic  during  1934  Avas  40  (3.J 
Chorley  cases  and  5 County  cases)  and  749  attendances  Avere 
made  by  these  children.  Details  of  tlte  Chorley  cases  aa'Iio  had 
completed  their  treatment  at  tlie  end  of  the  year  are  shoAvu 
in  the  attached  Table. 


To  make  the  best  use  of  this  clinic  it  is  necessary  that 
the  cases  be  selected  carefully,  tbat  the  treatment  be  com- 
menced at  once  especially  during  the  Avinter  months  and  that 
treaiment  be  not  continued  unless  a satisfactory  response  is 
being  made.  To  complete  a course  of  treatment  calls  for  c(m- 
siderable  sacrifice  of  time  f)n  the  part  of  the  luother  and  con- 
seq\iently  many  cases  cease  to  attend  or  attend  very  regularly.

During  ll)o4,  3o  children  under  o yearh  of  age  received 
treatment  at  the  dental  clinic,  and  in  27  cases  a general 
aiiiesthetic  was  administered. 


(e)  EYE,  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC. 


During  11)34,  8 children  under  school  age  were  seen  by 
Dr.  Sykes.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  in  2 cases,  a foreign 
body  was  removed  from  the  nose  in  one  case  and  2 children 
were  admitted  to  hospital  for  lemoval  of  tonsils  and  adenoids'. 


(f)  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Two  welfare  cenires  are  maintained  by  the  Corporation 
a]id  are  open  on  one'  afternoon  each  week.  The  Health 
Visitors  attend  at  each  session  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  as  frequently  as  his  duties  permit.  The  chief  function 
of  these  centres  is  educational  and  mothers  ai'c  given  advice 
on  the  general  management  and  feeding  of  infants  and  young 
child i-en.  No  treatment  is  given  at  these  centres  but,  when 
necessary,  cases  are  referied  to  private  practitioners  or  one  of 
the  special  clinics. 

A ^dlunlary  Ladies’  ('ommittee  works  in  conjunction 
with  each  of  the  centres.  These  ladies  undertake  the  work 
necessary  to  provide  teas  foi'  the  mothers  and  assist  <>eneralH 
in  the  clerical  work.

The  pressure  on  the  accomodation  at  the  St.  (Teorfrehs 
Street  Centre  is  very  heavy  and  if  the  attendances  shoAv  miicii 
increase  it  Avill  he  necessary  to  hold  more  than  one  session  per 
Aveek.  iSO  satisfactory  explanation  is  forthcoming  as  to  aa'Iiv 
the  J'iavc's  Tiane  Centre  is  not  utilised  to  the  same  extent. 
The  facilities  there  are  the  same  as  at  St.  (feorge’s  Street 
and  the  premises  are  more  stiitable. 
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The  attendances  of  children  l)etween  1 and  o years  of  age 
continues  to  be  unsatisiactory.  A scheme  to  provide  adequate 
supervision  of  these  children  is  necessary.  The  provision  ot 
nursery  classes  in  elementary  scliools  will  make  a valuable 
contribution  in  this  respect.

This  shows  a red\ictiou  of  115  as  compared  with  1933. 
This  was  due  to  the  Medical  Utficer  of  Health  being  unable  to 
attend  as  frequently  as  in  1933.  Tbe  majority  of  the  children 
were  suffering  from  minor  disturbances  ot  liealth  and  the 
necessary  advice  on  infant  feeding,  liygiene  or  domestic 
remedies  was  given.  In  some  cases  further  measures  were 
Jiecessary  and  8 cases  weje  referred  to  lu'ivate  piactitioners, 
28  cases  to  the  artificial  sunlight  clinic,  4 cases  to  the  ortho- 
ptedic  clinic,  8 cases  to  the  dental  clinic  and  8 cases  to  the  eje, 
ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic.  Mild  degrees  of  rickets  are  seen 
frequently  and  every  effort  is  made  to  secure  adequate 
remedial  and  preventive  measures. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Iwo  liealth  \ isifors  are  employed  by  the  Corporation 
and  the  majoi'  portion  of  their  time  is  devoted  to  visiting 
infants  and  young  children  at  their  homes.  This  enables  them 
to  keep  in  touch  with  home  conditions  and  with  many  of  the 
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children  who  do  not  attend  at  the  welfare  centres.  During-

MIDWIVES. 


Seven  midwives  are  in  private  practice  in  the  town,  ^o 
midwives  are  employed  or  subsidised  hy  the  Council.  In 
necessitous  cases  the  midwife’s  fee  may  he  paid  liy  the 
Council  and  this  was  done  in  seven  cases  during  1984.  Lan- 
cashire County  Council  are  the  supervising-  Authority  under 
the  Midwives’  Acts. 


MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 


There  is  no  maternity  hospital  in  the  town  but  there  are 
maternity  wards  in  the  Chorley  and  District  Hospital  and  the 
Public  Assistance  Infirmary.  The  Corpoiation  have  made 
arrangeinents  whereby  uncomplicated  maternity  cases  can  be 
admllted  to  the  Public  Assistance  Infirmary  where  the  home 
or  other  circumstances  of  the  patient  render  it  desirable  that 
the  confinement  should  take  place  in  hospital.  Three  cases 
w'ere  admitted  under  this  scheme  during-  1934.

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The  arrang'emeuts  for  the  admission  of  complicated 
maternity  cases  to  tlie  ('liorley  and  District  Hospital  con- 
tinued during  1934.  Tlie  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  (.\)m- 
inittee  pay  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  make  a charge  on  the 
patient  according  to  her  tinaiuvial  circumstances.  During  1931 
33  cases  were  admitted  under  this  scheme  and  particulars  ar;- 
given  in  tlie  Table  opposite.  In  3 of  the  cases  wliere  operati\  c 
procedures  were  adopted  the  services  of  the  obstetric  special- 
ist were  \itilised.  The  number  of  cases  submitted  to  ctesaria]! 
section  is  still  very  higk  when  compared  with  other  maternity 
hospitals. 

INSURANCE  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

The  approximate  number  of  insured  persons  in  Chorley 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  under  the  iSational  Health  In- 
surance Act  at  31st  December,  1934,  was  15,423.  The  estim- 
ated number  of  prescriptions  issued  to  insured  persons  in 
Chorley  during  1934  was  75,105. 

MEDICAL  OUT.RELIEF. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Oflicers 
appointed  by  the  Public  Assistance  Authority. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  free  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases  are  provided  by  Lancashire  County  Council. 
Xo  tr('atnient  centre  is  situate  in  the  Borough,  but  there  are 
centres  in  Presimi,  Blackburn,  Bolton  and  Wigan.  Arseno- 
benzf)l  compounds  tor  the  treatment  of  syphilis  are  siipplied 
tree  to  general  practitioners  wlio  have  had  experience  in  tlieir 
administration. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  treatmeiil  of  tuberculosis  is  carried  out  by  Lan- 
cashire County  Council  and  the  local  dispensary  is  at  d4.  Si. 
Tlioiuas's  itoad.  A vcduntary  Care  Coiuinittee  works  in 
association  witlj  the  Tuberculosis  Officers. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  (Jliorley  Education 
Committee  and  a separate  report  on  this  work  has  been  sub- 
mitted. 


UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  ILLEGITIMATE 

CHILDREN. 

No  special  arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  care  oi 
supervision  of  such  cases  but  the  Health  Visitors  visit  the 
children  frequently. 

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Since  the  Local  Oovernment  Act,  1929,  came  into  force 
the  Health  N’isitors  liave  acted  as  Infant  Life  Protection 
Visitors.  At  dlsl  December,  1994,  there  were  3 foster  chil- 
dren on  the  register  and  during  the  year  lo  visits  weie  paid  to 
these  children. 


REGISTRATION  OF  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  no  registered  nursing  homes  in  the  town  and 
no  application  for  registration  was  received  during  1934, 
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FREE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

tlie  family  income  is  below  tlie  scale  adopted  by 
the  Couiudl  and  where,  on  medical  j>ionnds,  additional 
iKjnrishment  is  ie([uiied,  tirade  A Milk  is  snp])lied  free  to 
nvirsin*’’  and  expectant  mothers  and  to  infants  and  young- 
children.  During-  1!I34  878  gallons  were  supplied  as  com- 
pared with  lit)')  gallons  in  1!)83,  and  (il9  gallons  in  1932. 
The  recipients  of  this  milk  were  as  follows  ; — expectant 
mothers  9,  lutrsing  mothers  29,  c-hildren  0-1  year  19,  and 
children  1-5  years  21.  Xo  dried  milks  are  su])plied  or  sold. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

One  thousand  cfi])ies  of  “Better  Health”  are  distribiited 
free  througlmut  the  town  each  month.  This  journal  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  of  the 
Society  of  iMedical  Officers  of  Health  and  the  copies  distri- 
Inited  in  the  town  contain  local  advertisements  and  an  article 
by  the  ^ledical  OtHcer  of  Health  . 

Thi-ough  the  kindness  of  the  Gas  Committee  cooking- 
demonstrations  were  given  at  the  infant  welfare  centres  and 
were  appreciated  greatly  by  the  mothers.  Tender  the  auspices 
of  tin*  Xational  Milk  Publicity  Council  a lecture  on  “Milk 
and  Dietetics”  was  givoi  at  ea(-h  of  the  centres. 

(C)  ..SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  source  of  the  town’s  water  siipply  is  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  H aterworks  at  Bivington.  The  water  is  of  excel- 
lent domestic-  qxiality  and  the  supply  is  constant.  Gathered 
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from  iulaiid  moors,  it  is  of  a soft  nature  and  has  a slij^Jii 
tendency  to  pluml)o-solvent  action.  Ue<t'nlar  cliemical  and 
hacteriolop’ical  examinations  are  carried  out  hy  Liverjaiol 
( 'orporation. 


Practically  every  dwellinp  liouse  in  the  Boi-nugh  i.s  .sup- 
plied direct  from  the  mains  and  tlie  approximate  number  of 
houses  .su]')plied  i.s  8, GOO.  Durinp'  1934  tlte  mains  were  ex- 
tended approximately  1.080  yards,  to  supply  new  property. 

The  inclusion  of  Duxbury  within  the  Borough  has  in- 
creased the  luimber  of  houses  which  derive  their  water  supply 
from  wells  or  springs.  These  wells  or  springs  require 
regul  ai'  supei'vision.  During  1934  one  such  supply  was  found 
to  be  polluted  but  repairs  to  the  collecting  chamber  have 
stopped  the  pollution  and  the  srtpply  is  now  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

This  is  combined  and  the  sewers  are  used  for  surface 
water  and  sewage.  The  majority  of  the  houses  are  con- 
nected to  the  sewers,  but  in  Red  Bank,  Tinckler’s  Barracks, 
Plymouth  Bridge,  Birkacre,  Euxton  Lane,  Ivnowley  Brow, 
Carr  Lane  and  Duxbuiy  areas  no  sewer  is  available. 

New  houses  continue  to  be  erected  in  areas  not  supplied 
with  sewers.  iMost  of  these  houses  have  septic  tanks  and  the 
effluent  discharges  on  the  land  or  into  some  convenient  ditch. 
The  septic  tanks  themselves  create  no  obvious  nuisance  Imt 
their  steadily  increasing  number  may  result  in  the  fouling  of 
land  or  ditches  by  the  effluent  and  already  constant  complaint 
is  made  of  such  jadlution  at  Ivnowley  Blow,  Carr  Tiane  and 
Euxton  Tiane.  There  is  need  for  a comprehensive  sewerage 
sgheme  designed  to  provide  drainage  for  the  whgle  of  the 
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Horoiioh  iiu'huliug  the  areas  recently  acqiiired  and  anj'^ 
dcA'clopinents  should  contorin  to  and  f'onn  part  ot  such  a 
M'heine.  Immediate  efl^orts  should  he  made  to  dis])ense  willi 
rhe  ott'ending  septic  tanks  in  Carr  JiUiie  hy  ulilising  the  Liglit- 
hurst  Estate  vSewer.

The  main  sewage  disposal  works  are  situated  at  Common 
Rank  and  the  average  daily  flow  during  1934  was  1,829,200 
gallons.  At  Cowling,  Fleapey  and  Botany  are  small  auxiliary 
works  which  serve  areas  where,  (jwing  to  geogra])hical  diffi- 
culties, it  is  impossible  without  pumping  to  convey  the 
sewage  to  the  main  works.

No  case  ot  pollu- 
tion was  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  department.

The  increase  in  the  nnmher  of  privy  middens  and  ]>ail 
closets  is  due  to  the  extension  of  the  Borou^'h  boundaries.  No 
privy  middens  exist  where  sewers  are  available  and  all  new 
houses  being  erected  are  fitted  with  fresh  water  closets.  Many 
waste  water  closets  are  now  so  worn  that  they  require  con- 
stant attention  to  insure  satisfactory  working,  spare  parts 
are  difficult  to  obtain  and  generally,  the  only  satisfactory 
procedure  is  to  convert  to  a fresh  water  closet.  The  Corpora- 
tion assists  in  the  conversion  of  any  closet  to  a fresh  water 
closet  by  carrying  out  the  necessary  drainage  work.  Since

Several  privy  middens  and  pail  closets  ai’e  situated  on 
farms  and  are  emptied  by  the  owners.  The  Corporation 
undertakes  the  emptying  of  9 privy  middens  and  46  pail 
closets.  The  work  is  done  during  the  day  and  the  contenis 
are  spread  on  farm  land  or  conA’eyed  to  the  sewage  works.  By 
agreement  Chorl(>y  Rural  District  undertake  the  emptying  of 
G pail  closets  at  Biikacre. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  cleansiiiy-  imd  watei'iii”'  of  tlie  streets  and  the  clear- 
anee  of  snow  is  carried  out  l)y  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  refuse  is  collected  hy  4 motor  vehicles  ; 
8303  coA'ei’ed  ashhins  are  in  use  and  are  emptied  weekly.  The 
refuse  destructor  is  situated  in  Stump  Tjane  and  the  greater 
portion  of  the  refuse  is  dealt  with  there.  The  staff  of  the 
destructor  have  carried  out  a complete  overhaul  of  the  plant 
and  the  furnaces  and  machinery  are  now  working  satis- 
factorily. The  brickwork  and  fabric  however,  require  coii- 
siderable  repairs'.  The. total  amount  of  refuse  disposed  of  by 
incineration  at  the  destructor  during  1934  was  as  follows  ; —

Though  the  weight  of  house  refuse  shows  some  decrease 
the  volume  shows  no  reduction.  The  refuse  is  not  sorted 
before  incineration  but,  according  as  a market  can  be  found 
for  them,  scrap  metal,  tins,  clinker,  mortar  and  fish  meal  are 
sold . 

The  only  tip  in  use  is  situated  at  Carr  Lane,  near  Yarrow 
Ilridg(*.  and  here  2,124  tons  of  refiise  were  deposited  during 
1934.  The  tipping  is  not  controlled  and  the  usual  nuisances 
of  rats,  spontaneous  comhustion  and  trespassing  are  preval- 
ent. 
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LAVATORIES  AND  URINALS. 

There  are  22  pul)lie  lavatories  and  5 urinals  in  the  town 
and  the  conduct  and  su])ervisi()n  of  these  are  \inder  tlie  control 
of  the  r.'liief  Sanitary  Inspector.  During'  1934  no  new  lava- 
tories (U'  urinals  were  erected,  and  for  some  years  no  i)rovision 
lias  heen  made  in  the  estimates  for  s\ich.  The  gradual  re- 
placement (d'  metal  or  stone  siiifaces  hy  glazed  impei-vioins 
materials  would  he  advantageous. 

CLEANSING  OF  DRAINS  AND  CLOSETS. 

Two  men  are  employed  whose  regrdar  work  is  to  go 
round  the  town  cleansing  drains,  gullies  and  (dosets.  No 
charge  for  this  work  is  made  to  owners  or  occupiers.  AVhere 
a drain  or  closet  is  defective  the  matter  is  repoi'ted  to  the 
Sanitarj^  Inspector  and  dealt  with  as  a nuisance.  During  1934 
the  folloAving  closets  and  drains  were  examined  and  cleansed  ;

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  fmt  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  during  1934  was  4,490.  These  inspec- 
tions were  rcH^uired  under  the  Public  Health,  Housing’,  Fac-

toi'v  and  Worksliop  and  Cliorley  Corporation  Acts,  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Orders  etc.  The  nuinher  of  premises  showinj*' 
defects  or  nuisances  was  1U47  and  1047  informal  notices  (jf 
the  Acoi-k  required  to  ixunedy  these  defects  or  nuisances  were 
seiwed.  4'he  number  of  informal  notices  which  wei'e  complied 
with  during-  1934  was  870,  and  includes  111  whicli  were  served 
in  1933.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  specified  in  218  in- 
formal notices  had  not  been  done. 

Durinp'  1934  the  rouncil  served  18  statxitory  notices  under 
the  Housino'  Act  1930,  44  Statutory  notices  iinder  the  Public 
Health  Acts  and  22  statutory  notices  under  the  CHiorley  Cor- 
poration Act.  At  the  end  of  the  j’ear  the  work  specified  in  18 
of  these  notices  had  not  been  done.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  taken  for  failure  to  conq)ly  with  the  requirements  of 
these  statutory  notices.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Owing'  to  pressure  of  otlier  Avork  only  7 smoke  ohserva- 
tions  were  taken  during  1934.  In  one  case  tJie  emission  of 
smoke  AA'as  excessiAm  and  a AA  arning  letter  was  sent  to  the  firm. 

The  Corporation  liaA'e  not  used  tke  poA\mrs  granted  hy  (he 
Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  192G,  to  make  bye- 
laws defining  the  pei'initted  period  of  smoke  emission.  Smoke 
observations  serve  a double  purpose  : they  help  to  preA'ent 
the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  and  draAv  the  attention  of 
industrial  concerns  to  useless  and  unnecessary  Avaste  of  fuel. 

Legal  proceedings  Avere  taken  Avith  regard  to  4 cases  of 
chimney  firing  in  dwelling  liouses. 

OFFENStVE  TRADES. 

There  are  8 premises  registered  for  the  piirpose  of  carry- 
ing on  trades  classified  as  offensiA'e,  namely,  Tripe  Dressing 
5,  Gut  Dressing  1,  and  Tanning  2.  These  premises  are  in- 
spected to  see  that  they  conform  to  the  regulations. 

PIC  KEEPING. 

No  contraA'entions  of  the  bye-laAvs  Avere  brought  to  the 
notice  of  this  department  dui'ing  1934. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

No  s])ecial  action  Avas  taken  with  regard  to  (he  destruc- 
tion of  rats  or  mice.  During  the  year  99  comidaints  of  infes- 
tation l)y  rats  were  ie(‘('iA'('d  and  measures  were  taken  to  clear 
the  premises  in  each  case.

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

In  the  town  there  are  caravans  nsed  for  human  liahita- 
iion.  No  nuisance  with  regard  to  these  was  reported.  One 
tent  and  1 caravan  were  found  to  be  occupied  contrary  to  the 
Chorley  Corporation  Act  and  both  were  vacated  after  service 
of  notice  to  quit. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  common  hnlging  houses  in  the  Borough. 
The  larger  one  is  situated  in  King  Street,  has  accommodation 
for  284  persons  and  is  used  by  members  ot  both  sexes.  The 
other  house  is  in  Standish  Street  and  has  accommodation  for 
137  men.  These  i)remises  are  sufficient  for  the  needs  ot  the 
town  and  are  srTojected  to  regular  inspection. 

HOUSES  LET-IN-LODGINGS. 

No  bye-laws  governing  this  class  of  |)roperty  have  been 
made  by  tlie  Corporation  and  the  usual  detects  ot  overcrowd- 
ing, insuflicient  water  su])ply  and  inadequate  cooking  and 
sanitary  accommodation  are  prevalent. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Taciories  forwarded  to  this  Authority 
3 notices  ot  matters  requiring  attention  at  factories  and 
workshops.  In  each  case  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out.

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(D)  HOUSING. 

Most  of  the  iiuiiii  ptovisioiis  lelatiiif^'  to  Viuusin<>'  io  the 
Housing-  Acts,  1890  to  1924  have  been  consolidated  ia  tlie 
Housing  Act  1925  whi(;h  has  been  amended  to  a large  extent 
by  the  Housing  Act  1980  and  further  housing  legislation  is 
expected  in  the  near  future.  All  Local  Authorities  must  cause 
their  districts  to  be  inspected  regularly  to  ascertain  whether 
any  dwelling  liouse  therein  is  in  sucli  a stale  as  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  (jenerally  speaking  “in  any  contract  f(n' 
letting  tor  iiabitation  a dwelling  liouse  there  shall  be  implied 
a condition  that  the  house  is  at  the  commencement  of  and  an 
undertaking  that  the  house  will  be  kept  by  tlie  landlord 
during  the  tenancy  in  all  resiiects  reasonabl}'  fit  for  liuman 
habitation.”  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  have  power  of  entry  to  cari-y  out  tlieir  duties  of 
inspection.  Houses  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  tit  for 
human  habitation  may  be  dealt  with  singly  as  (1)  houses 
capable  of  being  rendered  so  fit  at  reasonable  expense  or  (2) 
houses  not  capable  of  being  rendered  so  fit  at  reasonable 
expense  or  in  groups  as  (1)  clearance  areas  or  (2)  improve- 
ment areas.  I'urtlier  inspection  of  houses  for  tlie  detection 
of  “nuisances”  is  compulsory  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.

The  Council  concurred  in  these  representations  and  made 
the  necessaiy  Clearance  Orders  in  September.  Objections 
were  lodged  in  regard  to  Areas  No.  1,  No.  3,  No.  0 and  No.  7, 
and  a public  enquiry  was  hehl  by  an  Inspector  ot  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  November. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  confirmed  the  Clearance 
Orders  in  regard  to  Area  No.  2,  Area  No.  3,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  house  No.  24,  Leigh  Row,  Area  No.  4,  Area  No.  5, 
Area  No.  0,  Area  No.  7,  and  Area  No.  8.  The  Clearance  Order 
on  No.  1 Area  was  not  confirmed  but  alternative  measures 
were  suggested  to  secure  that  the  houses  would  no  longer 
be  used  tor  human  habitation. 

In  conformity  with  the  design  ot  the  Housing  Act  1930 
Ihe  Council  are  erecting  houses  to  ensure  that  the  housing 
shortage  will  not  be  aggravated  by  the  enforcement  ot  these 
Orders. 

ERECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 

During  1934  no  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  (\)r- 
porativon  but  125  new  houses  weie  erected  by  private  enter-

MILK. 

Tlie  inspection  of  cowsheds,  duiries,  and  lelail  inirvcyors' 
prejuises  is  carried  out  hy  tlie  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Much  of 
the  town's  milk  supply  is  not  produced  in  ilie  lloroufih.  The 
followin'^'  number  of  milk  traders  were  on  the  register  at  31st 
December,  1934.

Xo  application  for  registration  Ava.s  refused.  Retail  i)ur- 
veyors  pi'emises  are  inspected  and  any  necessary  alteiations 
carried  out  before  registration.  vSix  dealers’  licenses  were 
granted  for  the  sale  of  “Grade  A’’  Milk  and  one  license  for 
“Pasteurised  Milk.”  This  pasteurised  milk  was  submitted 
to  two  bacteriological  examinations  and  was  found  in  each 
case  to  conform  to  the  requii’ed  standaid.  No  “certified”  or 
“Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested)”  milk  is  sold  in  tbe  town. 

Idiere  are  29  registered  cowsheds  in  the  town  and  these 
premises  are  inspected  at  intervals  during  tbe  year.  The 
cleanliness  and  general  re])air  of  these  pi'emises  vary  an<l  in 
some  there  is  considerable  room  tor  improvement.  During 
the  year  26  notices  re{[uiring  cowsheds  to  be  lime  washed  were 
served.  At  2 farms  rejiairs  and  modernisation  of  the  sbippons 
and  dairies  have  been  carried  out  voluntarily.  A notice  re- 
(jiring  certain  repairs  and  alteiations  was  served  on  another 
farm  bi;t  the  work  has  nut  been  dune  yet. 
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Niuiiei'ous  exainiiiatious  of  clmriis.  hand  fans,  velik-les, 
etc.,  were  made  and  attention  drawn  to  all  contraventions  of 
the  Milk  and  Dai  ries  Order. 


No  action  was  necessary  witli  regard  to  milk  trade 
emjiloyees  suft'ei'ing  from  i iihercnlosis.  Under  the  Tnbei- 
culosis  Order  1925,  14  cows  were  slauglilered  and  ])Ost-moi'tein 
examinations  revealed  tnhei'ciilosis  in  each  case. 


The  advf)cacy  of  clean  methods  of  milk  production  con- 
tinues and  no  opportunity  of  emphasising  this  is  lost,  ('lean 
milk  can  he  obtained  only  by  the  adoption  of  clean  methods. 
Not  only  must  the  shippon,  dairy,  vehicle,  churns  and  cans 
be  kept  scrupulously  clean  b\it  also  the  cows  and  the  milkers. 
Fdaborate  equipment  may  reduce  the  work  required  to  main- 
tain cleanliness  but  only  by  meticulous  attention  to  all  the 
above  details  can  clean  milk  be  produced. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Premi'^es  in  Tliorley  used  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
ice  cream  must  be  registered  and  57  such  premises  were  on 
the  register  at  the  31st  December,  1934. 


POTTED  MEAT,  ETC. 

The  Chorley  (''orpoiation  Act  192b.  requires  all  premises 
used  for  ilie  pr(q)aT'a1  ion  or  manufac'ture  of  potted  meat  or 
pi'eserved  meat,  fish,  etc.,  1o  be  registered  and  at  tlie  end  of 
1934  49  spell  premises  were  on  the  register.

Tlie  amount  (.»f  tolls  taken  for  the  use  of  the  slaughter 
bfiuse  during  1934  was  £‘075  Os.  3d.,  as  comi)ared  with  £582 
13s.  11(1.  in  1933.  These  ]>i'emises  continue  to  be  a charge 
on  the  rates. 

The  pig  slauglitering  facilities  are  now  insufficient  and 
a scheme  to  ])rovide  ade(|uate  and  modern  premises  for  this 
work  is  undei'  consideration. 

During  the  last  two  years  efforts  have  been  made  to 
improve  the  standard  and  thoroughness  of  the  meat  inspec- 
tion at  the  slaughter  house.  This,  in  association  with  the 
increasing  n\imb(>r  of  carcases  to  he  inspected,  has  added  con- 
siderably to  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
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The  Slauf^hter  of  Ajiiinals  Act,  IB-'Tf,  came  into  for<-e  on 
1st  Jainiafv  1984,  and  32  slauglitermen  were  licensed. 
Section  1 hy  T'csolution  of  the  (’onncil,  was  nnule  ai)plical)le 
to  shee]),  ewt's,  wethers,  ranis  and  lanilis,  and  now  ineidiaiiical 
stunning  is  used  on  all  animals  killed  at  the  slaughter  house. 
The  captive  hcdl  humane  killer  is  used  and  no  difficully  was 
encountered  in  using  this  instrument  on  sheep. 

CHORLEY  MARKET. 

The  stalls  from  which  food  is  sold,  and  their  contents, 
are  inspected  regularly. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  have  keen  subjected  to 
regular  inspection.  Cautions  have  to  be  administered  from 
time  to  time  to  keep  those  engaged  on  the  handling  and 
transport  of  meat  alive  to  the  Eegmlations.

SHOPS  ACTS. 

Under  tlie  Shops  Acts  the  various  duties  imposed  upon 
Tjocal  Authorities  have  been  shared  in  Chorley  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Police.  Unfortunately  the  duties 


uf  tJieso  In,s|)(*ct()rs  have  iiol  hecii  defined  clearly  and  follow- 
ing on  complaints  from  local  traders  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
liad  to  give  some  atte^ntion  to  su(  h matters!  as  closing  hours, 
weekly  half-iioliday,  hours  worked  hy  assistants,  etc.  It  is 
most  uneconomic  to  use  the  time  of  these  men  foi’  such  ob- 
servations at  the  ex])ense  of  the  work  for  which  they  have 
been  trained.  Under  the  Shftps  Acts  1934,  further  duties 
have  been  imposed  on  laxal  Authorities,  es])ecially  with 
reference  to  (1)  houis  of  em]df)yment  and  overtime  of  assis- 
tants, etc.  and  (2)  the  provision  of  adequate  lieating,  light- 
ing, ventilation,  washing  and  sanitary  conveniences.  The 
latter  duties  come  rightly  withiTi  the  purview  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectoi's  but  if  the  services  of  these  specially  trained  men 
are  to  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  the  supervision  of  closing 
hours,  hours  of  employment,  etc.,  should  not  be  i)art  of 
their  work.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Until  tlie  last  quarter  ot  the  year  there  was  no  undue 
prevalenct'  ot  Scarlet  Uever.  In  1984  there  were  147  cases 
as  (■oini)a]e(l  with  84  cases  in  1938  and  140  in  1982.  In  the 
main  only  such  cases  as  could  not  he  isolated  satisfactorily 
at  Inune  were  rejiioved  to  hospital  and  a total  ot  38  cases  were 
treated  at  home.  Two  deaths  occurred  in  liospital  and  om' 
death  among  the  cases  treated  at  home. 

In  the  majority  ot  cases  the  disease  was  ot  a very  mild 
type  and  the  epidemic  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  due  to  the 
spread  ot  disease  by  mild  undetected  cases.  Children  were 
found  at  school  and  at  the  welfare  centres  to  be  suitering 
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from  scarlet  fever,  and  tlieir  j)arents  were  unaware  of  the 
fact.  Unfortunately,  mild  cases  Jiiay  give  rise  to  a severe 
or  fatal  infection  in  oihei's  and  any  child  with  sus])ieions 
symptoms  such  as  sore  throat,  vomiting'  or  a rash  should 
receive  medical  attention  at  once.  There  was  no  ('videnee 
that  the  spread  of  scarlet  fever  was  associated  with  milk  or 
other  food. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


In  1934  34  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  and  2 deaths 
were  certified  as  due  to  this  disease.  The  number  of  notifica-

Anti-diphtheria 
serum  is  sujjplied  fiee  to  doctors  and  during  1934  a total  of 
88,000  units  was  distributed. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  ease*  ef  typlioid  tever  was  luitified  in  September.  The 
case  was  removed  to  lios])ital  and  made  a complete  recovery. 
The  fullest  emjuiries  tailed  to  reveal  the  source  ot  iutection. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

This  disease  was  notitied  as  occurring  in  lU  persons  and 
d case.s  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARCICA. 

8 cases  ot  hhicephalit is  lielhargica  were  notified  during 
1934.  Xo  association  between  these  cases  was  traced.  2 
cases  were  admitli'd  to  liospital.  All  cases  terminated  tatally 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

i case  ot  C'erebio-, Spinal  Tever  was  notified  during  1934. 
The  case  was  removed  to  hospital  and  did  not  recover. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

N(j  ease's  ot  Poliomyelitis  were  mAified  during  1934  but 
one  death  was  ceT'titied  as  due  to  this  disease. 


ACUTE  PRIMARY  PNEUMONIA. 

During  1!)34.  19  cases  ot  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were 
notified  as  comjeared  with  4t)  cases  iti  1933.  Pneumonia  was 
certified  to  be  the  cause  ot  death  in  14  persons  as  compared 
with  20  persons  in  1933. 
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INFLUENZA. 

During'  1934  there  wns  no  epidemic  (j1  iutiueiiza  though 
sporadic^  cases  occurred  througliout  tlie.  year.  Two  cases  of 
acute  ijidueiizal  pneumonia  were  iiotitied  and  intl\ienza  was 
certified  to  l)e  tlie  cause  of  deaili  in  14  persons,  as  compared 
with  13  notifications  and  28  deatlis  in  1933. 

MEASLES,  WHOOPING  COUCH  AND  CHICKEN  POX. 

These  diseases  are  not  notifiable  ])ut  cases  are  brougiit 
to  the  notice  of  this  de]iart]ueni  by  Ilealili  \4silors,  Teacdiers, 
Attendance  Officers  and  School  Xurse.s.  Five  deaths  were 
certified  as  due  to  measles  and  one  as  diie  to  whooping  cough. 
These  diseases,  in  regard  to  mortalify  and  morbidity  are  most 
severe  on  yoiing  children  and  the  paramount  need  of  medical 
attention  and  adequate  nursing  should  be  realised.  A child 
with  measles  or  whooping  cough  is  dangerously  ill  and 
shoiild  be  treated  accordingly. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PYREXIA. 

During  the  year  1 case  of  Fuerperal  fever  and  two  cases 
of  Fuerperal  Pyrexia  were  iiotified.  The  case  of  puerperal 
fever  was  treated  in  Sharoe  Green  Hospital,  Preston,  and 
made  a complete  recovery.  The  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
Avere  not  removed  to  hospital.  The  pyrexia  was  due  to  pul- 
monary abscess  in  one  case  and  to  femoral  thrombosis  in  the 
other.  The  services  of  a consultant  were  provided  for  one  td 
these  cases. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM  AND  PREVENTION 
OF  BLINDNESS. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  dur- 
ing 193-1.  The  cases  Avere  Ireated  at  home,  nursing  assistance 
Avas  giA'Cn  by  the  Health  A isitors  and  the  babies  made  a 
complete  recovery  Avith  no  impairment  of  vision.

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Cancer  may  aft'ect  almost  any  tissue  or  organ  of  tlie 
bofl3^  In  persf)ns  of  45  years  or  over  any  symptoms  of  in- 
tex'iial  disorder  no  matter  how  vague  or  indefinite,  or  any 
appearance  of  a growtli  or  swelling  should  he  investigated 
immediately.  At  tlie  piesent  time  the  only  hope  of  cure  or 
alleviation  lies  in  early  diagnosis  and  early  treatment. 

In  the  district  are  reasonahle  facilities  for  modern 
methods  of  diagmjsis  and  treatment  but  to  be  of  any  value 
thej’  must  be  utilised  early  in  the  disease.  To  wait  till  pam 
is  present  is  to  reduce  markedly  the  chances  of  eradicatuig 
the  disease. 


DISINFECTION. 


The  disinfecting  station  is  situated  in  the  Town's  yard, 
Back  Street.  During  11)44,  156  premises  were  disinfected  by 
means  of  sulphur  and  formalin  and  452  articles  of  clothing, 
etc.,  were  disinfected  by  steam  at  high  pressure.  Three 
children,  suffering  from  scabies  attended  daily  foi-  some 
Aveeks  foj-  baths  and  disinfection  of  clothing. 


For  a peiHod  f)f  three  months  during  the  summer  tlie 
steam  disinfector  was  out  of  action.  Spare  ixarts  cannot  be 
obtained  and  great  difficulty  was  encountered  in  getting  the 
jtecessary  repairs  carried  out.  The  apparatus  is  now  in  good 
working  order.
